Methinks theſe fort of 
People who ſhun the Church out of a certain ſquea- 
miſhneſs of her nearneſs ( as they falfly think) to 
Popery,. ſhould be afraid of thoſe viſible advan- 
tages their Separation gives to thoſe of that Religi- 
on to contrive its ſetting up again-in this Land, and 
that this fear ſhould let them. ſee that it is their 
Common intereſt to Unite with and ſtrengthen the 
Hands of their Brethren. Certainly though you 
intend no ſuch thing, yet you are a means of the 
great increaſe of I opery in this Land by your Di- 
vilions, How would that Party rejoyce could they 
ſee Epiſcopacy as it is now Eſtablithed in this Land 
pulled -down , they would not much care what 
Form you would ſet up, . for they believe, and not 
amiſs, that Confuſions and Diſtrattions would ſoon 
follow, on which they ground their not improbable 
Hopes of Raiſing up their own Church upon our 
broken Pillars.
